Dominion Government Asked to 
Secure Terminal Elevators— § 
_ Will Submit Workable Plan 
for Operation by Gov't. 
of Internal Elevators. 


The feature of this morning’s ses- 
sion of the United Farmers of Alber- 
ta was the eloquent address d*livere! 
by President Tory of the University 
of Alberta in defence of the action cf 
the government and the university 
senat> in establishing ‘the agricultur- 
al college in connection with the uni- 
versity at Strathcona, 

Dr. Tory appeared at his best and 
made a deep impression on many who 
had come to the convention to oppose 
the placing of the college under the 
management of the university senate. 
As a result of his presentation of the 
arguments in favor of union between 

e two, many delegates formerly op- 
posed, were convinced that the union 
was in the best interests of the Pro- 
vince, 

On the order paper is a resolution 
proposed by W. J. Tregillus of Cal- 
gary, the import of which is to con- 
demn the union movement. It will 
come up for discussion this afternoon 
and Dr. Tory wil! then be present 
to further discuss the subject. 

Dr. Tory in the course of his ad- 
dress quoted the opinions of eminent 
educationalists of Canada, the United 
States and Great Britain and gave 
statistics showing the benefits that 
would accrue from union. He show- 
ed that the proposed course would 
mean a financial saving and give in- 
creased efficiency to the working of 
the college. 

The speaker scored a decided 
vantage at the conclusion of his ad- 
dress when Mr. Tregillus asked: 

Whv He Had Not Explained. 

“Why did you not cansult the fartn- 


ers about this before’ action was 
taken?’’ 
“IT had‘.made complete arrange- 


ments for visiting the different local 
unions throughout Alberta and fully 
discussing the question,” was his r- 
ply, “and I addressed one union «t 
Innisfail. Then the very gentleman 
who now asks the question and some 
of the newspapers raised the cry that 
I was stumping the province in favor 
of Strathcona, and after vunsultation 
it was thought oetter to take no furth- 
er action till I could meet the farm- 
ers Of the province in a body and 
place the situation fully before them 
as I have done today.” ; 

The answer was greeted with ap- 
plause and the reception giv2n Dr. 
Tory showed that, his views had been 
very cordielly received, 

important Resolutions, 

Two very important resolutions 
dealing with the elevator questions 
were passed almost unanimously this 
morning. The first was proposed by 
the Rockey Coulee and dealt with 
terminal elevators. It was as follows: 

“Resolved that the Dominion gov- 
ernment be asked to take over the 
terminal elevators at Fort William 
and Port Arthur and also to build and 
operate a terminal elevator at Van- 
couver, of sufficient capacity to handle 
the prospective grain trade via the 
western route.” 

The second was from Fisburn union 
and dealt with internal elevators. It 
read as follows: 

“Resolved that we are in favor of a 
plan by which -the government may 
build or secure elevators and for .he 
advancement of this cause that a 
committee be appointed who will for- 
mulate a fully detailed plan for the 
financing and operating of a system 
ot government eaveuaee and that this 
plan be sutmiited to the proper par- 
ties at the first meeting of Parliament 


with an urgent request that it he 
brought to a favorable issue.” 
Report on Transportation,

OUT OF POLITICS 


He will Give His Entire Attention 
»# to Work of Canadian Conser- ,, 
vation Commission. 


Ottawa, Ont., January 19.—Hon, 
Clifford Siftca, chairman of the Con- 
servation Commission, which was or- 
eanizgd yesterday, and whieh will 
continue in session until Thursday, 
delivered a comprehensive inaugural 
address, 

He said the tormation of the 
mission resulted directly from the 
North American Conservation Con- 
ference summoned ly President Roose 
velt and held at 
winter, A serious diffieulty in the 
framing of legislation was fear that 
the provinces would look with jealousy 
upon a Federal commission. To 
avoid this, care was taken to give the 
provinces preponderating representa- 
uuon, So important was this regard- 
ed that in accepting aie position of 
chairman Mr. Sifton had determined 
to withdraw from all participation in 
party political affairs and purposed 
rigidly adhearing to this rule. 

After referring to the magnitude of 
the work and the difficulty which cc 
had experienced in endeavoring to get 
even a slight grasp of it, Mr. Siftoa 
referred to and outlined some condi- 
tions in respect to which the age 9 
of Canada compared tavorably witn 
that of the United States, most im- 
portant of which was the fact that 
Canada, through its governments, stitl 
largely owned the land which pro- 
vided the source of the supply of the 
vreatest water courses. Reserve 
could therefore be made and protect- 
ion given with comparatively triffiag 
expense. 

Continuing Mr. Sifton deelared ti.at 
the first great work of the commission 
ought to be to make a complete aud 
thorough inventory of the natural ro- 
sources, so far as available informa- 
tion permited, in order, (1), to make 
the information available for pubhe 
use; (2), to permit of an intelligent 
and comprehensive polrey of conser 
vation being carried out

For the mayoralty the contest is ve- 
tween Dr. J. J. Guerin, the candidate 
of the citizens association and Sen- 
ator J. P. Casgrain, an Independent 
candidate whose slogan so far has 
been an appeal to the French vote,

THE U.S, AND GERMANY 


Closing of German Market to Ameri- 
can Meat Wili Precipitate Tariff 
Hostilities—Count Von Bernstorff's 
Negotiations Are Wrecked—Fierce 
War Will Follow. 


Pein, Jan. 18—Germany and the 
United States are now definitely on 
the brink of a bitter tariff war. The 
American demand for liberal treatment 
for meat from that country ‘has 
brought matters to a chmax.

TORONTO'S CIVIC PILE BULGES. 


of Plumb. 

Toronto, January 18.—Is Toronto’s 
$2,500,000 city hall a house of cards? 
This, palatial structure has been 
opened to the publie a little over ten 
years, It took nearly that time to 
build it and now it is found that two 
of the walls are out of plumb and 
more than a dozen carpenters have 
been aé work for days staying them 
t. the heavy cross supports within, 

The fact that this great building, 
which has already occasioned much 
strife among the erty fathers, is in 
danger of partial collapse, is not be- 
ing advertised by the authorities, but 
it was learned yesterday that the 
great gables over both side entrances 
were being stayed and that because 
they were said to bulge four inches 
out of plumb toward the outside, 

That section over the west door has 
already been stayed and braced, and 
a dozen or more workmen are now 
bracing the triangle on the top floor 
over the eastern doorway, and the 
room which has been used as a store. 
1ooin by the police is being emptied 
¢f that which has been deposited there 
and it is being taken to a more stable 
part of the great stone pile. 

Great beams are being made fast in 
the masonry of the wall and run back 
to the heavy timbers which brace the 
roof of the structure and bolted firm- 
ly into these. It is not thought that 
any immediate danger attaches to the 
cendition, which, nevertheless, was 
thought serious enough to have a 
deal of work done, and done quickly.
